Clyde H. Bell, owner of a. shoe 
making shop at 1607 Franklin ave- 
nue, and his wife, Viola, were 
found dead this morning in a room 
at the rear of the shop under cir- 
‘cumstances indicating both had 
been killed during a fierce strug-| 
gle. 

Examination of Mrs. Bell’s body 
revealed 11 stab wounds, one near 
the heart. A small blood-stained 
pocket knife was found in the 
room. Bell had suffered three frac- 
tures of the skull, apparently in- 
flicted with a hammer, which was 
also found in’ the room. Blood 
stains on the front door and the 
conditién of Mrs. Bell’s body, part- 
ly clothed, indicated that she had 
attempted to run outside and had 
been dragged back and across the 
floor into the back room. 

The bodies were found about 9 
o’clock by John Schodroski, a driv- 
er for the St. Louis Dairy, when 
he entered the shop to deliver 
milk. Bell’s body was lying . face 
down near the door between the 
shop andthe rear room and his 
wife’s body was about 10 feet away. 
An undergarment on Mrs. Bell’s 
body was torn and Bell clutched a 
piece of cloth, which, however, was 
not identified as part of the un-

Cheered by a forecast of fair— 
though cold—weather for Monday’s 
ceremonies, officials announced 
that everything was ready for wel- 
coming a record throng of 250,000 
or more visitors. 

The last nails were driven in 
40,000 seats on the Capitol plaza 
and along the parade route on 
Pennsylvania avenue standing room 
was being roped off for additional 
thousands. Late inquirers learned 
that a few seats for the parade still 
could be bought at prices up-to $10. 

Roosevelt’s inaugural] address on 
the east steps-of the Capitol will 
be comparatively brief, the White 
House announced. Stephen Early, 
presidential secretary, said the 
speech would run not more than 
12 minutes or exceed 1000 words, 
about the length of his first in- 
augural address on March 4, 1933. 
The second, on Jan. 20, 1937, was 
nearly twice that long.

Early said the brevity of ,Mon- 
day’s speech, to follow immediate- 
ly on the administering of the oath 
to the ‘chief executive and Vice- 
President-elect Henry A. Wallace, 
was caused by the fact that Roose- 
velt already had expressed his lat- 
est views rather fully in his fire- 
side radio chat of Dec. 29 and in 
his opening message to Congress.

It was the first money available since 
Dec. 31. Then, on Thursday, the Governor signed 
a resolution providing funds for all relief categories 
in January. 

But let no one believe for a moment that this 
betokens a somewhat less unhappy future for those 
on direct relief, the most unfortunate of all those in 
the various relief classifications. 

Gov. Stark’s budget message was also transmitted 
to the Legislature on Monday. As we feared, in spite 
of a general increase of $15,614,000, the relief item 
was pared. The Social Security Commission had 
asked for a little less than $80,000,000 for the next 
two years. It will get—if the Legislature somehow 
refrains from further skimping—$64,527,625. 

Now, even though a substantial part of it will 


$12,000,000 more than the commission got during the 
last biennium. Even when it is remembered that, 
during the last two years, the commission did not 


+ have nearly enough money for those on direct relief, 


this figure will need checking. 

But if it is revised, it should not, it must not, be 
revised at the expense of our most needy citizens. 
During the last two years, the commission spent only 
$8,000,000 for direct relief. In making its budget 
réquest, it asked for only $7,300,000 to be used for 
this purpose in 1941 and 1942. And if the surface 
indications mean anything, this amount will be even 
further reduced as a result of the Governor's cut 
and the almost inevitable legislative slashing. 

Just what would such “economizing” mean, not to 


| Jefferson City bookkeepers, but to men and women 


and children—thousands of them? During the last. 
biennium, the average monthly direct relief grant 
was about $13.50 per family. ‘Just how far will $13.50 
go when there is rent to be paid, food and fuel to be 
bought for four or five or six people for 30 days? 
And what about clothes and shoes? What about 
medical and dental care? Many of these people were 
found by the welfare workers without even carfare 
to take them toa free clinic! . 

This niggardliness has made Missouri’s direct re- 
lief a scandal. The State has become a horrible ex- 
ample, pointed to in all parts of the country. ‘The 
national average—including as it does the grants of 
the impoverished Southern states—comes to $26.50 a 
month! And it would be more than unkind to point 
out what states like New York and Illinois have 
found it possible to do. 

Thus, if the number of those in need of direct relief 
in this State were halved right now, the budget ap- 
propriation would still leave the money available for 
them below the national average—and that is less 
than $1 per day: per family. And there is not one 
single reason for hoping for such a reduction. Half 
of these reliefers are children. Most of the men are 
unemployable. Mighty few of them are going to ride 
the tail of the industrial comet—the war boom.

MAYORS MSS SESSIN 
AAGT SHOE AW 


13 Fail to Appear at Belleville 
to Discuss Forcing Refer- 
endum in St. Louis. 


The Mayors of 13 East Side 
towns failed to appear at Belle- 
ville last night for a meeting called 
by Belleville Mayor George Remn- 
snider to discuss plans for bringing 
St. Louis smoke control to a ref- 
erendum vote in St. Louis. 

Mayor Remnsnider, addressing & 
group of about 50 miners’ union 
representatives and coal operators, 
attributed the absence of the other 
Mayors to bad weather. An opin- 
ion from attorneys for the Belle 
ville Chamber of Commerce, read 
at the meeting, suggested that the 
passage of the smoke ordinance as 
an emergency measure prohibits a 
referendum vote. 

Undeterred by the opinion and 
the absence of the other Mayors, 
Remnsnider declared that a refer- 
edum was the “only democratic 
way” of establishing smoke control 
in St. Louis and would establish 
the validity of the legislation. 

The meeting voted to continue 
to protest against the bar on [)li- 
nois coal through the Belleville. 
Trades and Labor Assembly, which 
has its next meeting Tuesday. It 
is expected that the Belleville la- 
bor group will consult the St. 
Louis Central Trades and Labor 
Union which is on record as fa- 
voring the smoke ordinange. 

The meeting also adopted a res- 
olution condemning the Mayors of 
East St. Louis, Alton, Wood River 
and Granite City for joining with 
representatives of St. Louis Coun- 
ty in plans for co-operating in the 
city’s drive to eliminate smoke.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18 (AP).— 
A new highway postoffice service

Manned by picked crews of postal 
clerks, the trucks will provide in- 
creased and faster service, Walker 
said, to areas which formerly were 
served by short-line and feeder rail- 
roads. He added that many rail- 
roads had discontinued non-profita- 
ble passenger trains on short lines, 
and that motorized star routes had 
only partly supplied the former fa- 
cilities, 

Walker did not indicate how 
many highway routes might eventu- 
ally be established.

An inspired collaboration of Mar- 
jorie Lawrence, the Metropolitan 
Opera soprano, Richard Strauss, 
the composer of “Salome,” the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra and 
its director, Viadimir Golschmann, 
provided an unusually stirring con- 
clusion to yesterday afternoon's 
concert in the Municipal Audi- 
torilum. The music performed was 
the final scene from Strauss’ “Sa- 
lome” and the communicated ex- 
citement was derived from both 
the weight and color of the orches- 
tra and Miss Lawrence’s highly 
dramatic reading of the solo part. 
The portrayal of character in 
music involves plenty of difficul- 
ties even when the interpretive 
artist is being supported by cos- 
tume, stage sets and dramatic 
action. In concert form every- 
thing must be done with the voice, 
aided but slightly by facial .ex- 
pression and gesture. The clarity 
with which Miss Lawrence ex- 
pressed the pathologically over-

Trust in the difficulties of his 
problem to hold him long enough 
to show him’ that the only way out 
“ie the long way of work and pa- 
tience.

gers of wet and exposure even in 
above-zero weather. 

| In these people a small amount 
of change in the appearance of the 
feet may be dismissed too care- 
lessly, as not amounting to frost- 
bite. Or they receive unsatisfac- 
tory treatment of the condition.

THE USE of heat on frostbite is 
especially contraindicated. This is 
an old story but gets to the point. 
From the work that has been done 
on cases of circulatory disorders 
of the extremities which conduce 
to frostbite and chilblain, it has 
been found that the arteries in 
these cases being inelastic and not 
as easily dilated as normal arteries, 
respond to heat very badly and, 


ply works on the tissues without 
producing the desired effect of 
opening up the blood vessels and 
may cause mummification. : 

“Heat . or energetic massage 
should be used with great caution 
in all cases of peripheral circula- 
tory disease,” said Dr, Theis. 

The temperature should be 
raised gradually and the circula- 
tion increased very slowly and to 
do this the methods of using snow, 
cold water and gentle rubbing are 
generally recommended. 

Once a person has had a frost- 
bite or chilblain, he is subject to 
it repeatedly, and these. people be- 
jong in the same category as those 
with peripheral circulatory disease 
in that they should be particularly 
careful of wet weather, whether it 
is below freezing or not.
